Ret STRUEiJIRG, Johannes, Alias 3TAHLMAHH, Johannes, born 24 Feb 
ruary 1907 in BERLIH 



1 . SUBJECT is presently employed by the Bundesamt fuer Yerfassungs- 
sohuts in the o&paoity of a "freie Mitarbeiter" and serves as a ease off ioer 
in the BfY's operational oounter espionage Section ( Ref era t) Il/G. 



2. Referenoe is made to ny aestoranda of 27 December 1954 and 12 Jan* 
uary 1955, file Bv-54-2877 and Bv-$5-81 respeotively , both, Subji Bundesant 
fuer Terfassungssohutz , Rei The Bill KIHBERHABM Case, in whioh it was re- 
ported to your Headquarters that there exists the possibility that original 
charges nay be lodged against SUBJECT on the basis of his participation in 
those dubious aspsots of tho BfY's oonduot of the Bill KIH DERMAHH oaso. 
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J, In a conversation with BfT Section Il/o oaee of floor Rolf BOEHM- 
TETTBLBACH on 16 January 1955, BOEHM indicatod that, oontrary to other re- 
ports end this reporter's impression, STRUEBIHC bore more responsibility 
then Hens PIET80H, former BfT Section Il/c heed, for the fraudulent report- 
ing and deoeption praotioea by the BfT in the OMDERMAHH oase. B OE HM 'a 
implioatlon was that PIETSCH had been persuaded by SfBtJEBISG that it was 
necessary to conduct the case in such s manner end that PIETSCH, as 3T89EB- 
IHQ's superior, had boon obliged to take tho responsibility and the conse- 
quences of it. 

4» BOEHX's oomment, however, must be taken with considerable reserve 
in view of his long-standing dislike of STRUKBIVG, a dislike whioh has been 
previously evidenced on oocaslon by BOEHM to me end whioh is ostensibly 
based on BOEHM'S disapproval of STRUEBIRGPs former Gestapo connection. Dur- 
ing tho 18 January conversation, BOEHM also stated that hardly anyone within 
tho BfT speaks to 87 AflLMAHI any nore, adding rather obscurely that swan BfT 
"freie Mitarbeiter" end Il/o oase off ioer Erioh 1SBG2B alias Eduard I0LTERS 
does not speak to 3TRUBBIIG now.

respect to tho KIHBERMAHH affair, ho was asked for his opinion as to what 
aetlon might be taken with respect to 8TRUEBXIG by the BfT if or i m l na l 
charges were indeed lodged against him. HADES said that Inasmuch am 8TR0SB- 
1MG was a Sfrele Mitarbeiter", as distinguished from an official employes, 
a disciplinary procedure could not be undertaken against him but that the 
Interior Ministry night demand that he be discharged from the service of the 
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BfT. EA.BKS added that STRUEBIMC, because of his "freie Mitarfcei tar* status, 
was no longer working within BfT Headquarters in COLOOIS but had offlQM in 
CO LOOSE in a oovart "Stadt Buero" (city office) in the oity. He did not 
state the location of the office.
